BUSINESS AND COMMERCIAL 
LEADERS OBJECT TO SIX 
DAY HOLIDAY PROPOSAL 


Gov. James Rolph’s proposal to proclaim a six-day state­ 
wide holiday, starting September 4, which would be known 
as Fiesta Day and continuing through Admission Day, Septem­ 
ber 9, has started a reaction in Santa Ana business and fi­ 
nancial circles that may culminate in a formal protest to the 
governor, it was learned today.

cape. 


2. Cult-ism. 
On this byway are those 


for whom the teachings of Jesus are not 


sufficient. As a usual thing they do not 


deny or oppose the teachings

Saviour, but claim some additional reve­ 


lation beyond them. 
A glance at the 


Saturday edition of any great metropoli­ 


tan daily will show the amazing variety 


and number of such groups.

ing most of them is an attempt to es­ 


cape the reality of sin and its conse­ 


quences. 
But sin still remains a solemn 


and terrible fact from which there is no 


escape except through faith in the di­ 


vine Christ.

big ones splashed spray on the little ones, perhaps bv w ay 
of teaching them various methods of offense and defense 
in a water battle! 
B ut things had not gone along this way a great while 
before a little trouble seemed to be stirring among the w al­ 
ruses. 
O ne very strong character among the walruses did 
not altogether fancy the actions of another strong charac­ 
ter. 
In a second or two all the smaller walruses and the 
females scampered out of range, while a mighty battle 
broke out between the tw’o great males. 
Perhaps they were figuring for leadership of the tribe 
— as over in Asia those tw’o male elephants had fought, 
about whom I told in my first story. 
Perhaps they fought 
for food. 
Perhaps they battled because they just could 
not abide each other. 
B ut, for whatever reason they fought, how they went 
at each other! 
Now and then their queer, unearthly grunts 
would come to us. 
Blood trickled, as one grabbed the 
other within his great jaws. 
B ut a back-breaking rush o f surf freed the victim and 
he started, as fast as his enfeebled strength could take him, 
for the shore, with the other hot after him, 
M y brothers at once started shooting into the air. T hey 
didn't want to kill the strong one. 
They did dearly want 
to take him alive. 
H e seemed to lose his sober sense, and, 
instead of taking to the w ater and safety behind the great, 
up-rearing ice blocks that were drifting about, he started 
out inland as fast as he could go, which was not particu­ 
larly fast. 
A t length he stopped, spent and panting. 
In the next 
moment oui men, closing in with ropes and entangling nets, 
had him all bound and ready for moving.

L r no story of life among the Eskimos, nor any story 
of an expedition after living Arctic animals, w ould 
be complete without w ords of praise and w onder 
for those staunch aides of A rctic travel, the husky dogs. 
W e had many dogs, of course, four of them females, 
three of whom produced fine litters of eight puppies each, 
when we were laid up in a snug harbor waiting for the 
fiercely cold weather to m oderate. 
W e built w hat we 
called "the maternity w a rd "— three kennels for the m oth­ 
ers and puppies, on shore, under the protecting lee of the 
fhip’s side. 
A nd one day that was bitterly cold, I stood 
at a porthole for over an hour watching a poignant dram a 
of the north and the husky dog. 
I have explained we had four females, three of whom 
had puppies. 
I he fourth, G irlie, had never had puppies, 
but she was the most intensely maternal of any of the fe­ 
males, as that long hour’s w atch proved to me. 
I he three mothers, T ina, E lla and Bella, happened one 
day, after the pups had been born for some days, to leave 
their kennels at the same time to go on a short exploration. 
A t the porthole I saw them depart, and the next moment, 
after they were well out of sight, I spied Girlie emerge 
from her kennel at some distance. 
She walked toward the "m aternity w ard" with brisk 
decision, like a firm lady with a purpose, an errand she 
meant to accomplish with speed ana decision. 
She trotted 
straight along, right up to I ina’s kennel. 
In the next mo­ 
ment she came out, one of T in a ’s puppies firmly held be­ 
tween her tw'o able jaw's. 
W hile I chuckled, between amusement and amazement. 
G illie trotted back to her own kennel, carrying the pup ever 
so carefully. 
She took it inside, and in a moment w as out 
again, hurrying back towards T in a ’s kennel. Out she cam e 
once more, with a second puppy. 
She repeated this four 
times, and, on the fifth, just as she was trotting out with 
another prize, down upon her sw'ooped Tina, rn all her 
motherly w'rath. 
I hen the fur began to fly. 
I could not see how the b at­ 
tle went, for whirling legs anc! blowing snow and mingled 
growls and grunts and shouting of men and squeals of 
puppies obscured everything. 
I he men soon separated the 
dogs; the four stolen babies were brought back and G irlie 
sulked inside her kennel, 
I am pleased to be able to add a pleasant postscript to 
this incident. 
Several weeks later we used tile motlier 
dogs for short hauls, and then Girlie came into her own. 
She played with tile puppies, taught them how to handle 
themselves in sham fights, found them choice bones and 
mothered diem with love and devotion.

I opened my eyes again as the men were up at him, yell­ 
ing and throwing lassos and rope nets in a tangle of words, 
screams and darting arms and legs. 
Five minutes after that bear imagined he had done for 
this stranger, M r. B ear himself, neatly trussed up, was 
l>eing lifted to his cage on the deck of our ship, for the 
first lap of his journey to an American zoological garden. 
But if my brother escaped with his life, the Eskimos told 
us that afternoon, as we all hugged a cozy fire in tile cabin 
while the snow swirled outside, of how two other A m er­ 
icans, the season before, had not come off so fortunately 
in similar encounters.

I can tell th is sto ry on m yself in ­ 
asm uch a s my in-law s never do me 
the honor of reading th e M ixing 
Bowl. 
On the spur of the m om ent 
I asked them for d inner last n ig h t 
I had everything but dessert planned 
and under w ay w hen it becam e nec­ 
essary for m e to go out for th e rest 
of the day. 
I had Intended baking 
a raspberry pie; w hen I w as rum 
m aging through th e cold closet for 
som ething I cam e upon a baked pie 
shell th a t m ust have been a t least 
tw o weeks old, so, I thought, I’ll 
ju st fill th is w ith fresh berries and 
they’ll never know the difference. 
T h at’s w hat happened, and even I 
could not tell but th a t it w'os quite 
as good as if the shell had been 
freshly baked. 
I brought it to life hy p u ttin g It 
into the oven for a few m inutes, 
then cooled and filled It w ith ripe 
raspberries. I had som e fru it syrup 
left from canning apricot. 
T his I 
colored red, added lem on Juice and 
thickened w ith corn starch . 
(Cook 
these sauces until very clear.) W hen 
it w as cold it w as poured over the 
fruit, the ta rt well chilled and each 
section served w ith a sm all spoon­ 
ful of unsw eetened w hipped cream 
From now on I intend 
baking

3 tablespoons bacon fat 
Flour to drodgo livor 
H eat th* bacon fa t in a skillet, 
dredge th e piece of beef liver in 
flour and quickly brow n in th* hot 
fat.

soon 
m astering many of the classics, In­ 
cluding works from Chopin, Beetho­ 
ven and Bach. 
Already the little 
tot w as putting to use a rem arkable 
faculty she possessed for im provis­ 
ing and transposing, and at an 
age when other children were play­ 
ing with dolls little Amy w as be­ 
ginning to compose “pieces" of her 
own. 
Up until Amy w as 8 her mother 


had supervised her m usical educa­ 


tion, but about that time the fam ­ 
ily moved to Boston and now the 
gifted little girl w as allowed to be­ 
gin her m usical studies in earnest. 
She profited by the Instruction of 
several prominent piano teachers, 
Including Baerm ann 
and 
Perabo, 
and m ade rapid progress, aided e s­ 
pecially by her tremendously accu­ 
rate memory. 
Biographers relate 
that once upon hearing another girl 
play a Beethoven sonata, Amy was 
able to reproduce it entirely from 
memory without hesitation. 
Certainly, Amy w as an unusual 
type, for by the tim e 
she 
had 
reached her teens m usic had be­ 
come her life, a “magnificemt ob­ 
session" 
which 
consumed 
her 
wholly. At 14 she studied harmony 
for a tim e with Ju n ius Hill and 
henceforth there w as for her no 
rest. 
Each day her natural ten­ 
dency for creative expression In­ 
creased and she determined to fit 
herself for the hitherto untrodden 
field of m usical composition, am a l­ 
m ost unheard of thing for women 
at that time. 
It Is especially im portant to note 
that In this field Amy w as alm ost 
wholly self-taught, 
She devoted 
herself ardently to careful 
study 
and an alysis of the w orks of the 
great m asters, seeking unaided in 
their m asterpieces for the secrets of 
creative writing. 
During her early 
teens, while other girls were con 
cerned with parties and beaux, Amy 
w as translating unaided the fa 
m ous 
French 
com poser 
Berlioz 
books on orchestration and pour­ 
ing for hours over the sym phonies 
of Beethoven! 
At the sam e time, Amy contin­ 
ued her piano study under Boston’s 
best teachers, a-nd at 16 she w as in 
readiness for her public debut a s a 
concert pianist. 
She first appeared 
with a Boston symphony orchestra 
im the role of soloist, playing 
a 
M oscheles concerto and a Chopin 
rondo In such successful fashion 
that she gave several public reci­ 
tals the sam e season. 
The succeeding year (1884) the 
talented young 
artist 
played 
a 
Chopin concerto with the Boston 
symphony', soon followed by 
her 
presentation of the Mendelssohn D 
minor 
concerto 
with 
Theodore 
Thomas* fam ous orchestra in B os­ 
ton, during her 17th year. She was 
widely praised, and a brilliant fu ­ 
ture predicted for her.

from Palestine

ceeding centuries they drifted to­ 
wards the south, until they be­ 
came the principal Inhabitants of 
some of the oases of the Sahara. 
Some of them wandered a s far 
as 
Tlmbuctu and 
to the jungle 
south 
of the 
N iger river. 
They 
mingled with the blacks until to­ 
day they are a strange combina­ 
tion of black man and Jew . They 
are dark in color, we are told, 
unclothed like the natives about 
them, yet they cling to old Je w ­ 
ish traditions.

white man

penetrated to his country, there­ 
fore none of his people had seen 
a white man. 
The mothers plant­

village.

ed about. In the African jungle. 
says Lobagola, until finally they

A coast steam er off shore e x ­ 
cited their curiosity and the boys 
who had 
never before seen 
the 
ocean 
or the eurf, 
or a canoe, 
launched a canoe and paddled to 
the ship. 
There they investigat­ 
ed until 13 of the little boys were 
struck with terror by the landing 
whistle of the «hip so that they 
all jumped overboard where they 
were devoured by the sharks. 
Lobagola. 
when that happened. 
had penetrated Into the ship and 
when he returned to the deck he 
was a long distance from shore 
and his companions were gone. 
From that m isfortune dated the

The first thing to look for In an 
overheated engine Is a clogged ra ­ 
diator core. Dust. dirt. mud, hugs, 
flies and grasshoppers may quickly 
caus* a stoppage of cool air through 
the radiator. 
Perhaps the fan belt 
is loose and thus does not permit 
full passage of air. Maybe the fan 
bearings need 
to be 
lubricated.

checked for breaks and replaced, 
while th© hose may also become 
clogged by sludge from tile water, 
thus obstructing the water flow.
